Despite the heavy rain of Saturday 
evening a very good audience of music 
lovers gathered at the Standard club 
hall to hear Mr. Liebling's piano recital 
The program was made up with good 
judgement from the best works of re- 
nowned writers, and contained but one 
selection, the Bach prelude in A minor, 
wMch might be regarded as too stiffly 
classical to please a Fort Wayne audi- 
ence. 
By and by we may become suf- 
ficiently experienced in piano recitals to 
digest such compositions, but we must 
believe that the audience of Saturday 
evening felt the force of the old lady's re- 
mark that *'it takes a heap o' learnin' to 
grippie the chief doovers of Bateh and 
Beethuvian." Mr. Liebling introduced 
a new form of sonata in the composition 
by Grieg. While it is lighter than the 
well-known standard specimens of Mo- 
sart and Beethoven, it is nevertheless a 
strong and beautiful work and was well 
placed. Probably the most agreeable 
piece of the list wae. Bubenstein's "Eam- 
m e n o i Ostrow," which showed off the 
peculiar merits of the pianist to the best 
advantage and drew forth prolonged ap 
pianse. 


Miss Kenower added to the pleasure 
of the entertainment by singing two of 
Schubert's songs in good voice and 
style. Much praise is due to Miss Min- 
nie Anderson and Mrs. Dr. W. H. 
Myers, who provided the concert at their 
own expense.

BOILER m O S I O N . 


The Boiler in a Milwaukee Hotel Ex- 
plodes, Wrecks the Baildingand a 
Number Are Killed. 


M i l w a u k e b ,Nov. 2 8 . — A shocking ac- 
cident occurred at the Sirby house 
shortly before 9 o'clock this morning. 
The boiler used for heating the water 
exploded, entirely wrecking the rear end 
of the building, burying a number of 
people beneath the ruins, fatally wound- 
ng several and it is feared killing others 
outright. 


The boiler which exploded was a hot 
water boiler behind the kitchen. 
The 
explosion blew out a portion of the rear 
wall of the building thirty feet in width, 
and extending from the ground to the 
floor of the fourth story. One end of 
the dining room was wrecked, all the 
tables knocked over, and the dishes 
smashed. Most of the guests had fin> 
ished breakfast. Among those who re- 
mained a panic reigned, but as far as 
known none of the guests were hurt. 


The kitchen of the hotel was com- 
pletely wrecked. There were about a 
dozen girls in the room at the time and 
all were buried beneath the mass of brick 
and mortar. The fire department was 
on the scene within a few minutes of the 
explosion. Five girls were taken out of 
the ruins. All were so badly injured, 
mostly by bruises, that Dr. Marks said 
he could not tell whether they would 
live or not. Frank Hempel, the head 
cook is missing, also Mrs. E. M. Gage 
the assistant cook. 


The ruins are being searched in the 
hope 
of 
finding 
them 
and others 
who may be buried therein. 
Miss 
Minnie Thompson, a girl employed 
in the Sentinel bindery across the alley, 
was badly cut about the head by the fly- 
ing glass that was blown in by the ex- 
plosion. Mr. Beckwith, one of the pro- 
prietors of the hotel, was hurt in the 
head by a flying missel, which knocked 
him down. The accident was probably 
caused by the freezing of the feed pipe 
supplying the boiler with water. 


Those whose injuries are most serious 
are: Mary ArbuUle, Anna Kennedy and 
Carrie Olson, all of whom are terribly 
burned, in addition to the bruisee which 
they received. There is no hope that 
Carrie Olson will recover. 
Three more 
girls have beed found badly injured. 


Following are the list of injured: Miss 
Mary Leahy, chambermaid. Miss Eva 
Frederickson, dining room 
girl. At 
11 o'clock this morning the firemen 
was found dead and Mrs. F. M. Gage, 
the assistant cook, was found under the 
ruins shockingly mangled. Frank Hem- 
pel, head cook, who at first was reported 
^lled, escaped alive, but badly hurt, 
one arm and three ribs being broken 
and badly injured about the head.

ATLANTA^ELECTION 


The "Wef and "Dry" Editors of the 
Congtitntion Explain the Why 
and Wherefore of the Tote. 


N e w Y o b k , Nov, 28.—The "wet" and 
the "dry" editors of the Atlanta Consti- 
tution give their opinions on the sub- 
ject of "Why Atlanta went wet." Mr. 
Evan Howell, the "wet" editor, says: 
"The prohibition law had been tried for 
two years and had proved a failure. The 
prohibitionists claim that it did not have 
a fair trial. The constant agitation of 
prohibition for years has been the only 
bad result I have noted so far of its ef- 
fecls in this city. There were certainly 
large quanitiee of liquor brought into 
the city every day from neighboring 
cities, and the large majority given for 
anti-prohibition was not only a protest 
against the law, but against the strife 
and bitterness engendered in the first 
campaign. I am certain that conserva- 
tive men on both sides will come to- 
gether and throw around the retail sale 
of liquor flJl the necessary restraint, and 
it will be better for the city."

The defeat of prohibition 
was 
not 
unexpected from first to last. 
The ne- 
groes were almost solidly against it. 
Much of this was due to the influence of 
Yellowstone Kit, the rich and shrewd 
medicine vender worshipped by the ne- 
groes, who spoke night after night at 
the anti-meetings, carried on the shoul- 
ders of the negro men. 
The part taken 
in the campaign by the ladies was not 
significant. Prohibition was not beaten 
on its merits. The law was too extreme, 
it 
being 
impossible 
to 
get even 
medicinal or sacrimental wine without 
violating 
it. 
Its 
administration 
has been often unwise. Had it not been 
for these things, the undeniable good 
worked would have overcame even the 
great negro majority against it. Atlanta 
will not sufier seriously. 
The barroom 
as it existed, insolent, political, cor- 
rupting and ruling, is a thing of the 
past. The Constitution, which, by rea- 
son of a division of opinion among the 
proprietors, took no e^torial position in 
the contest, will urge a union of the beet 
elements of both factions to contpl the 
situation."

WOMEN'S ELOQUENCE. 


Mrs. Ex-Govenior Wallace and Mrs. 
Helen M. Gougar Plead for the 
Ballot and Temperance. 


The distinguished ladies in attendance 
upon the district convention of the 
Women's Suffrage /association, which 
has been in session in this city for the 
last few days, held temperance meetings 
yesterday morning in the Wayne street 
and the Berry street M. E. churches 
and in the eyening a grand union meet- 
ing was held at the Berry street church. 
In the morning Mrs. ex-Governor Wal- 
lace spoke at the Wayne street church 
and Mrs. Helen Gougar addressed the 
audience at the Berry street church. 
Both ladies presented the cause of tem- 
perance to their audiences in a powerfnl 
manner and delivered interesting ad- 
dresses. 


In the evening a magnificent audience 
greeted them at the Berry street church. 
Every seat was filed and the rear part of 
the church was crowded with spectators 
who were unable to obtain seats. The 
crowd was indeed a compliment to the 
cause and the speakers and had a large 
hall been secured even it would have 
been unable to hold the people who 
were turned away from the doors. 


The distinguished ladies were intro- 
duced by Rev. D. C. Woolpert. 
The 
first speaker was Mrs. 
ex-Governor 
Wallace, the mother of Gen. Lew Wal- 
lace. She is a venerable and noble look- 
ing lady and with the burden of years 
resting on her frosted head, pleaded in an 
eloquent and forcible manner for an un- 
restricted ballot and the cause of tem- 
perance. 
Women, she said, were more 
deserving of and better qualified to ex- 
ercise the right of suffrage than the ne- 
gro and the thousands of ignorant voters 
in whose hands it was now placed and 
the great objects for which the temper- 
ance cause is working would never be 
obtained until she could place her foot 
upon the monster rum traffic at the bal- 
lot box and help to crush it from the 
land. 
"I am not for local option or 
high license," said she, " l a m for pro- 
hibition from the crown of my head to 
to the sole of my feet," and when the 
ballot is placed in women's hands the 
American saloon, with all its evils and 
ruinous influences will have to go. The 
lady spoke for an hour and every word 
that dropped from her lips was drank in 
by the interested listeners. 


Mrs. Gougar then took the pulpit and 
for over an hour continued to champion 
the women's cause. Her speeches are 
always interesting and the one of last 
evening was no exception to the rule. 
She gave a number of interesting rem- 
inescence of her work in Kansas and 
in this state and said that the cause of 
temperance was advancing, notwith- 
standing the fact that it had met with 
defeat in some of the recent elections. 
She was in favor of asking the legisla- 
ture of Indiana for local option, coupled 
with the grant to women of the right to 
vote upon this question, and if this was 
done it would not be long before the 
saloons would be compelled to close 
their doors. The W. C.' T. U. means, 
she said, the Women Come To Upset the 
liquor traffic and when the ballot is 
placed in their hands they will do it. 
Her speech was full of good points and 
the audience frequently interrupted the 
brilliant and eloquent lady with ap- 
plause. Mrs. Gougar speaks rapidly, 
and during the hour th&t she held the 
audience spell-bound she poured hot 
shot and shell at the liquor traffic and 
made an unanswerable argument upon 
the position that she took upon these 
questions of the day.

The WMtem Union Telegraph Com- 
pany Enjoined from Replacing 
its Prostrate Poles—What 
the Telegraph Peo- 
ple Say. 


E. S. Phiiley, the popular agent of the 
Lake Shore road, was at Detroit yester- 
day. 


Ivers Leonard, one of the stenograph- 
ers in the Pittsburg offices, was at Chi- 
cago yesterday, visiting friends. 


Tuesday last there were fifteen miles 
of freight trains on the Nickel Plate 
road, between Chicago and Buffalo. 


The western lines in the Pennsylvania 
system made a better financial exhibit 
for October than the Pennsylvania main 
lines. 


The cold weather caused quite a num- 
ber of the men employed in the shops to 
be absent from their posts of duty this 
morning. 


The baggage of the "Boy Tramp" 
company came in on the Pittsburg road 
this morning and was taken to the Mun- 
cie depot. 


Frederick Berghorn, one of the oldest 
employes in the Pittsburg boiler shops, 
is off duty on account of his old com- 
plaint, rheumatism. 


France Chandler, the general passen- 
ger agent of the Wabash Western, was 
in the city Satureay evening on his way 
to St. Louis from the east. 


G. L. Potter, the master mechanic of 
the Pittsburg shops, is out of the city 
to.day, and during his absence B. Fitz- 
patrick, the general superintendent, is 
filling his place. 


Charles G. Guild, the receiving clerk 
in the general offices of the Bass foun- 
dry and machine works, has resigned 
and taken a position in the Jenny elec- 
tric light works. 


In October, 1886, the Pennsylvania 
road was operated on 60.7 per cent, of 
the gross earnings; in October of this 
year, with a larger volume of business, 
they were 65.7 per cent. 


O. L. Newton, formerly yardmaster of 
the Wabash road in this city, is now lo-

where he is engaged in fruit raising. He 
is a brother of C. H. Newton, the Wa- 
brsh freight agent at this point.

This class of traffic 
they still give a good deal of attention 
to, but their cars can be used to better 
advantage in local business than in haul- 
ing export grain and flour at the present 
rates.

D. W. Harding, a former well-known 
and popular machinist in the Pittsburg 
shops, was in the city the latter part of 
last week. He left on Saturday even- 
ing, with Mrs. Harding, for Chicago, 
where he has a lucrative position in the 
shops of the Chicago and Bock Island 
railroad. Mr. and Mrs. Harding have a 
host of friends here, and they carry with 
them to their new home their best 
wishes. 


Seymour Boyd, the pleasant and pop- 
ular shipping clerk in the Bass foundry 
and machine works, has been promoted 
by reason of the resignation of Charles 
Guild, to the position of receiving clerk, 
and Arthur Pickard has taken the posi- 
tion made vacant by the advancement of 
Mr. Boyd. 
Both young gentlemen are 
deserving of their new honors and we 
are glad to note their promotions. 


The Pennsylvania company are now 
short in locomotive engines and have 
not enough for the transaction of their 
business. For this reason they have 
taken back a number that they had loan- 
ed to the Grand Bapids road and have 
also borrowed some from the Wabash.

^ e world has seen many a sad piet- 
lire. 
I will draw one of the snrgeon* 
It is midday; the sun ia bright and 
beautiful; all nature is redolent of joy; 
men and women crowd the street, ar- 
rayed in their best, and all, apparently, 
is peace and happiness within and with- 
out. In a large house, almost 
over- 
hangiag the streets so full of life and 
gayety, lies upon a couch an emaciated 
figure, once one of the sweetest and 
loveliest of her sex, a confiding and af- 
I fectionate wife, and the adored mother 
of numerous children, the subject of a 
frightful disease of one of her limbs, or, 
it may be, of her jaw, if not a still more 
important part of her body.

He as- 
signs each to hia approj^riate place. 
One administers chloroform; another 
takes charge of the limbs; one screws 
down the tourniquet upon the principal 
artery, and another holds himself in 
readiness to follow the knife with a 
sponge. 
The flaps are soon formed, 
the bone severed, the vessel tied and 
the huge wound approximated. The 
woman is pale and ghastly, the pulse

in the ear of the busy surgeon, 
" The 
patient, I fear, is dying." 
Kestoratives 
are administered, the pulse gradually 
rises, and after a few hours of hard 
work and terrible anxiety, reaction oc- 
curs. 
The poor woman was only faint 
from the joint iniiueiice of the anais- 
thetio, shock and loss of blood. An 
assistant, a kind of sentinel, is glaced 
as a guard over her, with instructions 
to watch her with the closest care, and 
to send word the moment the slightest 
change for the worse is perceived. 


The surgeon goes about his business, 
visits other patients on the way, and at 
length, long after the usual hour, he 
sits down, worried and exhausted to his 
cold and comfortless meal with a mouth 
almost as dry and a voice as husky as 
his patient's. 
He eats mechanically, 
exchanges hardly a word with any 
member of his family, and sullenly re- 
tires to his study, to prescribe for his 
patients—never, during all this time, 
forgetting the poor mutilated object he 
left a few hours ago.

The vital current ebbs and flows, re- 
action is still more tardy than before, 
and it is not until a late hour of the 
night that the surgeon, literally worn 
out in mind and body, retires to his 
home in search of repose. 
Does he 
sleep ? He tries, but he cannot close 
his eyes. 
His mind is with his patient ; 
he hears every footstep upon the pave- 
ment beneath his window, and is in mo- 
mentary expectation of the ringing of the 
night belL 
He is disturbed by the 
wildest fancies, he sees the most ter- 
rific objects, and as he rises early in the 
morning he feels 
that he has been 
cheated of the rest of which he stood 
BO much in need.
